London, April 27.—Special.—The report that an Ameri­ 
can to pedo boat destroyer and the Spanish gunboat Ligora 
had an engagement off Cardenas Bay is partu lly confirmed 
by a dispatch received from Havana via Jamaica. 
The dis­ 
patch says ten shots were fired, when the American boat re­ 
tired badly damaged. 
The funnel of the Spanish boat was 
shot away. Another report says each boat fired eleven shots 
apiece, and that the American boat, though apparently dam­ 
aged, was not disabled. 
The American boat is supposed to 
be the Cushing. 
Key West, April 27.—[Special.]—It has been learned 
positively that the torpedo boat which had a fight off Car­ 
denas was the Foote. 
It is not believed that she was injured. 


Surrendered Easily. 
Key West, April 27.— [Special.]—The Spanish coast 
steamer, Ambrosia Bolivar was captured last night by the 
Monitor Terror. 
One shot caused the Spaniard to surrender. 
The captain of tht captured steamer c ied all night, and 
begged that he be killed. 
He attempted to buy a revolver 
from the prize crew, having been disarmed, as he wanted to 
shoot himself.

Santa Cruz, Cal., April 27.—Three ex­ 
plosions about 5:15 Tuesday afternoon 
at the California powder works caused 
a greater loss of life than any of the 
previous accidents in the history of 
these works. 
The wildest rumors are prevalent re­ 
garding the number of killed and in­ 
jured, the exact number of which can­ 
not yet be ascertained before morning. 
It is known that seven were killed and 
four seriously injured. 
The first heavy shock from the ex­ 
plosion was felt for many miles around 
and was separately followed by two 
lighter shocks. 
No doubt is entertained among the 
officials of the works that the explo­ 
sion was due to an accident. 
Extra­ 
ordinary precautions had been taken 
to prevent treachery and no well in­ 
formed man entertains the opinion 
that the accident was the work of a 
Spanish spy, as was at first suggested.
